ST. JOHN'S, Nfld. March 31.— 
Beseiged by heavy Arctic ice on all 
sides, the Newfoundland sealing 
steamship Thetis was reported dis- 
abled last night about 70 miles east 
of Funk Island.

LIFE WAS EXEMPLARY 

“He was working in Omaha, and 
he was arrested and taken to the 
police station, where he discovered 
for the first time that associates of 
his were under arrest charged with 
robbery of the U. S. mails.” 

“Since coming to Canada after 
his escape, he has led an exemplary 
life, has married and owns his own 
home, and is a naturalized British 
subject,” Mr. Howson said.

BREAK-UP OF 
ICE IN RIVER 
STARTS SOON 


Expect Annual Spring) 
Movement in About One 
Week’s Time 


Old Man River looked 
was suffering from his 
spring ailment, Saturday. 

Yes, suh, the North Saskatche- 
wan river looked like it was ready 
to give a loud groan, turn over 
restlessly a couple of times, throw 
off the ice which has had him pin- 
ned down to the mat and open up 
and mutter feebly, “Where am I, 
nurse?” 

Records kept by The Bulletin 
over a period of 49 years show that 
the earliest date on which the river 
has broken up was in 1910, when it 
went out on April 5. 


LATEST MAY 6 

Curiously enough, just the year 
before, in 1909, the river went out 
on May 6, the latest recorded date 
of the spring break-up. 

The ice doesn't simply melt away. 
It rots through, then the river rises 
as a result of melting snow due to 
warm weather in the Rockies, and 
the ice lifts and breaks up. The 
river does its own garbage work 
then—it simply takes the ice away. 

Calculations are this year that 
the river will go out about one 
week from now—about Saturday 
next, The members of the Edmon- 
ton Voyageurs Canoe Club, who 
naturally always predict an early 
break-up, have got their canoes all 
ready to slip into the water. 


RAIN HELPS ROTTING 

The ice began to rot some time 
ago, and Friday night's rain helped 
in the rotting process. 

Officials of the Arctic Ice com- 
pany said that the ice was 18 inches 
thick this winter. This was one foot 
below the average thickness, which 
runs around. 30 inches.

Leaders Feel Probe Means 
Unjustified Suspicion 
| —Unsettling 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—A 
quick end to the investigation of 
Dr. William A. Wirt’s charges of 
Brain Trust Communists was fore< 
cast yesterday by Democratic cone 
gressional leaders who said it might 
create unjustified uncertainty about 
the recovery program. 

These leaders, among them 
Speaker Henry Rainey, made clear, 
however, they felt certain there 
was nothing basically wrong.

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM 

The Relief Act, 1934, failed to get through 
all the concluding formalities before parliament 
adjourned for the ten day Easter holiday. 
Wherefore, says Hon. Wesley Gordon, the prov- 
inces and cities will have to carry on relief for 
ten days without getting any remittances from 
the Dominion. 

The provinces and cities should worry about 
that. If they had known nothing worse than a 
ten day delay in the arrival of relief cheques 
from Ottawa, their financial troubles of the 
last three years would have been substantially 
less. Edmonton has at times had to carry on 
for three months on end waiting for Ottawa to 
send along its share of money already spent on 
the joint account. The Government of Alberta 
has had to do the same. 

The Minister of doles may dry his tears and 
calm his fears, and drop the pose of alarm at 
the prospect of the provinces and cities having 


to finance the Dominion’s share of relief 
expenditure for ten days. They have had 
plenty of practice in doing that. If Ottawa 


would pay its relief bills on ten day’s notice 
the provincial and municipal treasurers would 
heave audible sighs of relief on their own 
account. Judged by its record in forwarding 
remittances due under the relief agreements, 
the Government of Canada is about the poorest 
“pay” in the country. 


TIME TO ACT 

Premier Bennett has sent out a call for 
another conference with the provincial premiers, 
to discuss the financial needs of the provinces. 

Mr. Bennett has already made three things 
clear, First, that he believes the dole, as far 
as possible, should be replaced by work pro- 
grams. Second, that his Government proposes 
to undertake the construction of public build- 
ings throughout the country, at a total cost of 
from fifty to sixty million dollars. Third, this 
will be a distinctly Dominion program, and has 
nothing to do with federal assistance toward 
provincial or municipal undertakings. 

Then, why the proposed conference? Mr. 
Bennett already knows what are the commit- 
ments of the provinces and what amount of 
help they will need in taking care of these. 
It is fair to assume he wants to discuss work 
projects with the provincial representatives, 
recognizing that his modest program of Domin- 
ion public buildings will be altogether in- 
adequate to meet the unemployment situation. 
This must be supplemented by constructive 
schemes on the part of the provinces and 
municipalities, varying in nature, if the effort 
is to be effective. This seems reasonable, and 
practicable if the necessary financial assistance 
is forthcoming from Ottawa. 

It would seem to be time therefore for the 
provincial dnd municipal authorities to consider 
what they can undertake, if money is made 
available to them at reasonable rates of interest. 
Large provincial and municipal programs were 
prepared and submitted months ago to the fed- 
eral Government, but of such magnitude and 
general character as to be beyond hope. 

The city council would do well to recast its 
schedule of proposals on a more modest scale, 
restricted to expenditures of the most urgent 
kinds, and of course insist that the Dominion 
either guarantee city bonds or otherwise make 
the money available at low interest rates. If, 
as seems to be possible, Mr. Bennett is at last 
minded to do as the city has so long urged him 
to do, there should be no failure on the part 
of council to meet the opportunity thus pre- 
sented ’ 

The morale of our unemployed citizens is 
the thing of prime importance, and nothing 
can support that but the opportunity to earn 
a living by work for a fair wage. Since the 
city must go into debt in any case helping to 
take care of the unemployed, why not do this 
in a way to accomplish the best results for all 
concerned? 


THE AUDITOR HEARD FROM 

The Auditor General of Canada says Edmon- 
ton, Calgary and the Government of Alberta 
have jointly or severally, separately or in collu- 
sion, “gypped” the Government of Canada out 
of some thousands of dollars, exact amount not 
yet ascertainable, by “padding” the statements 
of relief expenditure sent to Ottawa. 

Which of the three has sinned the most 
deeply cannot be known until the Auditor has 
completed his survey over the four years of 
unemployment relief operations. For the mo- 
ment Calgary seems to have Edmonton and the 
province beaten to a frazzle. On two items, it 
is claimed, the home town of Premier Bennett 


took $34,356 out of the federal treasury to which 
it was not entitled. 

That gives Calgary a long lead. That Ed- 
monton made as much by over-charging for 
gravel and keeping the discount on milk 
tickets, hardly seems possible. Nor has the 
province much chance of ousting the southern 
city from its leadership. The salaries of store- 
keepers and concentration camp managers, plus 
the tobacco money charged up as clothing, can 
hardly off-set this $34,356 item. 

All which is of course naturally, and properly, 
grievous to the soul of a conscientious Auditor 
who demands to be shown the authority for 
every cent of federal money that went out of 
the treasury on relief account. 

The taxpayers of Edmonton, Calgary, and 
Alberta, may not worry so much. “If these 
thousands had not come out of the Dominion 
treasury they would have had to come out of 
their pockets. And seeing that the pockets have 
been deflated to almost vacuum conditions by 
the insane ‘sound’ money policy and _ trade- 
strangling policy of the Dominion Government, 
the lamentations of that Government over its 
lost money may not be shared by the owners 
of the pockets. 

Relief is a wretched business from start to 
finish, in its financial aspects as in the economic 
bearing and the influence upon morale. From 
the ultimate contributor to the ultimate recip- 
ient there are of necessity endless opportun- 
ities for errors, omissions and waste. 

It is to be hoped the Auditor General may 
find so many evidences of mistakes, misunder- 
standings and “mix-ups” as will disgust the 
Dominion Government with the whole pitiful 
subterfuge of “direct relief’ and cause it to 
daunch a policy that will provide work at wages 
for our army of unwilling recipients of the dole.

Mention of Devil's Isle recalls that the Paris 
police investigating the amazing activities of 
Serge Stavisky in the Bayonne pawnshop scan- 
dal, have unearthed a plot he had under way in 
1925 to charter a steamer, load it with arms, 
smuggle guns to some of the convicts on Devil’s 
Isle and after capturing the place, set up a 
republic of felons with himself at its head. He 
must have been reading Eugene O’Neill’s “Em- 
peror Jones.” * 

The details of the fantastic plot have been 
laid before a parliamentary commission ap- 
pointed to investigate Stavisky’s frauds. It all 
came to naught because Stavisky had a too- 
beautiful wife. Being a good picker of femmes 
isn’t always a help to an adventurous French- 
man. 

Letters which passed between Stavisky and 
the late Jean Galmot, member of the Chamber 
of Deputies for the prison colony area_ in 
Cayenne, reveal the evidence. Stavisky was 
working through Galmot to perfect his plans to 
form a Republic extending throughout the 
islands off the Guiana coast, and to include a 
portion of the mainland. Galmot was evi- 
dently a willing accessory. Then Galmot met 
the beautiful Mde. Stavisky and fell in love 
with her. These “Design for Living’ domestic 
arrangements don’t work outside the Latin 
Quartier, and Galmot didn’t live long after 
declaring his passion for the beautiful Arlette. 
Stavisky is believed to have had him poisoned. 
Thereafter, without Galmot’s aid the plan’ had 
to be abandoned and Stavisky confined his 
operations to finance and banking. 

Several important personages have commit- 
ted suicide since Stavisky met his death—mur- 
dered as the investigation now shows. The 
latest is M. Blanchard, a high official of the 
department of agriculture. Dr. Henri Queuille, 
the new French minister of agriculture, says he 
has been threatened with death in forty-eight 
hours by some of M. Blanchard’s friends, Others 
have already met mysterious death. 

It all reads like a chapter of the Borgias or 
from a novel by Sax Rohmer, and it hasn't 
helped the confidence of the French public in 
their various groups of public men. 


What if Stavisky had raised the standard of 
revolt in the islands off Guiana? He might 
easily have been successful. He'd have paraded 
himself as a liberator and reformer, an emanci- 
pator of the lost. He'd have found thousands 
to proclaim him. So much depends on the 
success of an enterprise. 

Nelson, before the Battle of the Nile, said to 
one of his captains: “For me, it will be a peerage 
or Westminster Abbey.” I wonder how many 
envied and honored men of success there are 
in our midst who-at a critical moment in their 
lives have said, “This means either wealth and 
worship or a cell in Kingston penitentiary.”

A few words in Major Douglas’s first speech 
on Social Credit at Vancouver earlier in the 
week, reveal the character of the man. After 
showing that money is not wealth but an in- 
strument of exchange that by some malversion 
of logic and reversal of justice is regarded as 
wealth and can only be created by those who 
never can produce wealth, he said in urging the 
issuance of national dividends: 

“How can people not wanted in industry 
participate in leisure? At present -they 
starve, unless they are people like myself 
who are in that fortunate class who draw 
dividends, and who are not referred to as 
unemployed.” 

It’s one of the beautiful aspects of fine souls 
that the strong help the weak, the seers lend 
their sight to the blind and those who are free 
help strike off the shackles of those who are 
bound. 

So many men of the other kind obtrude on 
their fellows, pushing themselves to the front 
by squeezing their fellows backward. So many 
who have financial competence and knowledge 
are either careless of those who are less well- 
equipped, or are actively proclaiming the right- 
ness of the present system, the limitation of 
money and the sacredness of interest obliga- 
tions. 

So far I think this column was the first to 
mention that Major Douglas is a kinsman of a 
well-known “member of the peerage—Lord 
Weir, former Lord Advocate for Scotland. 
There are others actually in the British peerage 
who are striving for the success of the Douglas 
Plan. Among them is the Marquis of Tavistock, 
the bearer of one of the oldest titles in England. 
It is thought-provoking to see seekers after 
peerages upholding the present order, while 
bearers of great names and men of wealth are 
seeking to usher in & new day of economic free- 
dom. 

Perhaps the crowning irony is the news that 
seventy-year-old Capt. John Benson of San 
Francisco is going out with an ancient Alaskan 
g@annery ship equipped with powerful centri- 
fugal pumps to dredge the sandy ‘bars off the 
shores of Nome for flakes of gold. 

If he succeeds in getting quantities of flakes 
of fine gold, they will be put in a hole in the 
ground at Washington, or Ottawa, or London, 
and money will be issued against them. If Capt. 
Benson, his men and their machinery remain 
ashore and engage’in producing useful things 
for human needs, no money can be issued 
against the goods, They might, indeed, only 
“depress the market” more, and someone might 
have to be bonused to destroy them.

You will gain a good idea 
of how strong your stomach 
is by counting up that in one 
year it handles more than one 
thousand meals. Given a rea- 
sonable amount of care, the 
stomach will do its work 
well, but even the strongest 
organ must break down after 
years of abuse. Once this occurs, the patient 
will then develop some of the many symptoms 
of indigestion. 

An acute attack of indigestion gives rise 
to considerable distress and may begin with a

‘sensation of heaviness through the stomach. 


In describing this sensation, the patient says, 
“T feel as though I have a lump of lead in my 
stomach.” He also notices bloating due to ex- 
cessive gas, perhaps he has clamminess of the 
hands or a chilly sensation. While colicky 
pains may be noted, more often there is a feel- 
ing of dull distress or discomfort rather than 
actual pain. The patient may bring up sour or 
itter-tasting fluid, and the stomach may de- 
velop a gnawing, burning feeling. A mild 
nausea or dizziness or blurring of the vision 
may be noted. 

After the stomach trouble has reached the 
chronic stage such symptoms as coated tongue, 
excessive gas, lack of appetite, a burning sen- 
sation, and a feeling of anxiety and uneasiness 
usually occurs.

A Day in Canadian History 
OLD McGILL'S 113th BIRTHDAY 
On this date, in 1821 a royal 
charter was granted to McGill 
University, Montreal. So many 


difficulties interposed, however, 
that it was not until 1833 that the 
first degree was conferred. 

Even then it was a continuous 
struggle against adverse circum- 
stances until 1852 when an 
amended charter was secured. 
Meanwhile lecturers were dismis- 
sed because there was no money 
to pay them; rain and melted 
snow seeped through the cracked 
roofs; there was not enough fuel 
to heat the buildings; the college 
grounds were uncared for; stu- 
dents had to plow their way 
through snowdrifts to classes in 
cold rooms; and there was a time 
when it looked as if the attempt 
to build a great university in 
Lower Canada would have to be 
abandoned 

But in 1851 Judge C. D. Day, 


president of the Royal Society for | 


the Advancement of Learning, 
took hold. He appealed to the 
legislature for aid and a grant of 
$5,000 was made. The buildings 
were repaired and the students 
began to hope.

Hrushevsky Ukrainian Institute, 
The Ukrainian Self Reliance 
League, Ukrainian Catholic Unity, 
Ukrainian Sitch Association, 
Ukrainian Relief Association, 
Ukrainian Women's Association 
of Canada (Alberta — section), 
Ukrainien Mutual Benevolent 
Association of St. Nicholas, 
Ukrainian Greek Orthodox Par- 
ish of St. John, Edmonton; 
Ukrainian Women's Society 
“Zoria,” Ukrainian Ladies’ Aid 
Association, Canadian Ukrainian

THE MONOPOLY OF CREDIT 
_ Editor Bulletin:—The Hon. C. H. 
Cahan, sccretary of state, in his 
address to the Canadian Club at 
Tcronto in November quoted in 
Hansard of January 31 (p. 138), 
refers to the Monopoly of Credit 
enjoyed by the Canadian banks. 
The purpose of this article is to 
examine the nature of this mon- 
opoly and the basis on which it 
rests. It is unquestionably a fact; 
Is it a right? That is to say, is 
it recognized by the law? It is of 
vast extent. People commonly 
speak of our money supplies as 
the currency, meaning the tang- 
ible, visible money, with which 
everyone is familiar. the money 
we carry in our pockets, the 


creation and issue of all of which 
| are carefully regulated by statute. 
And when people speak of in- 


| creasing the money supply, print- 
; ed paper money is always meant; 


“the use of the printing press.” 


| But little thought is given to the 


vastly greater amount of invisible 
money, having no physical ex- 
istence, in the shape of financial 
credit operated by the cheque sys- 
tem. At September 30 last, the 
visible monetary supplies of Can- 
ada, held by the banks, in coins 
and notes, amounted to about 
317 millions, while by contrast 
the amount of bank credit was 
1,428 millions. Further, this mon- 
opoly is a source of unbounded 
power, one might say in sober 
truth, of Sovereign power, for it 
controls all industry, all com- 
merce, every farm and home, the 
very life of the nation. Whence 
docs it arise? 

The right to grant monopolies 
is part of the prerogative of the 
Crown. I: the days of the 
Tudors and the Stuarts the ex- 
ercise of this right was a frequent 
bone of contention between the 
Crown and Parliament. Macaulay, 
in the course of his narrative of 
the settlement effected by the Bill 
of Rights on the occasion of Wil- 
liam III, mentions that the one 
question which was then left un- 
determined was the question of 
monopolies. “The king had un- 
doubtedly, by the ancient laws of 
the realm, large powers for the 
regulation of trade: but the ablest 
judge would have found it diffi- 
cu!t to say what was the precise 
extent of those powers. It was 
universally acknowledged that it 
belonged to the king to prescribe 
weights and measures, and to 
coin money; that no fair or mar- 
ket could be held without author- 
ity from him; that no ship could 
unload in any bay or estuary, 
which he had not declared to be a 
port. In addition to his undoubted 
right to grant special commercial 
privileges to particular places, he 
long claimed a right to grant spec- 
ial commercial privileges to par- 
ticular societies and to particular 
individuals; and our ancestors, as 
usual, did not think it worth their 
while to dispute this claim, till it 
produced serious inconveniences. 
At length in the reign of Eliza- 
beth, the power of creating mon-

Facts About Money. 
And Work 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


Many theorists are abroad in the land; one group telling us 
that the banking business is mysterious and sacred and must 
necesarily be given a monopoly of money and that any other 
course will lead to uncontrolled inflation. Another group believes 
that by creating consumers’ credits, distributable to every individ- 
ual, and as to any deficiency which exists in the national clearing 
house at the end of any agreed period, redeemable by a per- 
centage levy on all profits earned in that period, everyone will 
have independence and prosperity. 


Some day the nation may attain actual knowledge of facts 
which justify adoption of one of these theories; but the one fact 
of which we are definitely certain is that there is not enough 
money in circulation to carry on the business of the nation. The 
money which exists under the principal and interest system is 
frozen up in Dominion, provincial and municipal public securities. 


The banks have a form of “superior credit” which will be 
extended to those whose fixed assets and earning power form an | 
absolute guarantee of payment. Under existing conditions of | 
international commerce this superior credit is only available to | 
those who have some special privilege, either hy legislative 
charter to a public utility or tariff protection privilege to selected | 
industries. Superior Credit of this kind is not even a minor factor 
when it comes to battling with a depression. 


It is necessary then to drop, first, all theories which have been 
tried and found destructive, such as banking monopoly; and, | 
secondly, all theories which invite experiment. | 


The safety of life and the protection of national institutions, 
and preservation of national fixed assets require a cure which 
will work. This cure is to put money in circulation. Benjamin 
Franklin, writing more than a century ago, described how an 
increase in the circulation of money pulled the city of Phila- 
delphia out of stagnation, restoring the volume of commerce and 
also real estate values so efficiently and quickly that there was 
no doubt increased circulation of money worked the remedy. 


The first problem is to thaw out the moneys now frozen up in 
public debts. This can be done by the issuance of Dominion legal 
tender secured by a definite allottment of revenues as a first 
charge on collections equal to one and one quarter per cent on 
each dollar of Dominion legal'tender issued. To the extent to 
which Dominion legal tender is used to pay off provincial bonds 
the charge on provincial revenue might reasonably be two per 
cent, so as to form the one and one-quarter per cent sinking fund, 
and a three-quarters of one per cent charge to cover the cost of 
administration. 


This system will abolish once and for all the vicious plan of 
borrowing money at interest for public objects; and year by year 
as the sinking funds retire currency, every governmental institu- 
tion of the nation will gain in financial stability. There is no 
answer to or argument against this because it is nothing but | 


the truth. 


The holders of the several billion dollars of legal tender | 
brought back into active circulation in the national life will be 
able to use the legal tender in any form of Canadian investment, 
development or construction they select; and they will have the 
access to investment in the fixed assets of What will then be the 
soundest financed nation in the world. This again is nothing but 


the truth. 


Further issues of Dominion legal tender can be made from 
time to time to proyinces and municipalities able to show that 
there is adequate unencumbered revenue upon which to base the 
further sinking fund and administration charge. 


Instead of still owing the whole principal amount after paying 
4wo or three dollars in interest for each dollar borrowed, public 
debt will pay itself out as it goes, This again is nothing but the 
truth; and it is the most important truth in connection with 
national financing. 


There would then be plenty of money available for commerce 
and industry; but power could be taken to make advances direct 
to commerce and industry when the two per cent sinking fund 
and administration charge could be adequately secured by a 
charge on fixed assets and earnings. .

opolies began to be grossly abus- 
ed; and, as soon as it began to 
be grossly abused, it began to be 


questioned. The Queen wisely 
declined a conflict with a House 
of Commons backed by the whole 
nation. The question in issue 
in the reign of William was the 
monopoly of the East India Com- 
pany in trade with India. Being 
enormously lucrative, it was hotly 
contested by other merchants. 
The question was finally settled in 
Parliament in 1693, and Macaulay 
says: “It has ever since been held 
to be the sound doctrine that no 
power but that of the whole leg- 
islature can give to any person or 
to any society an exclusive priv- 
ilege of trading to any part of 
the world.” 

Monopolies of trade go back a 
long way in history, The example 
most familiar to us is that of the 
Hudson's Bay Company conferred 
by Charles II by Royal Charter in 
1670, and surrendered by the 
Company to Canada and ratified 
by act of Parliament in 1870. But 
this monopoly of credit is a mod- 
ern growth. It has grown up 
silently and imperceptibly, like a 
tree, until it now covers the 
world, And the amazing thing is 
that, notwithstanding the settled 
rule of law stated by Macaulay, 
there exists no act of Parliament 
in Canada whereby the monopoly 
of creating money by issue of fin- 
ancial credit has been conferred 
on any bank or any private cor- 
poration. It has no statutory bas- 
is whatever. The bank act, care- 
fully revised by Parliament every 
ten years, though minutely pre- 
scribing and regulating the issue 
of bank notes, says not a word 
about the creation and issue of 
money through credit. The Mac- 
millan report of 1931 at p. 138, 
remarks on this singular anomaly 
in the case of England, and it is 
equally true of Canada. 

Now this supreme power (not 
right, let it be noted) is the chief 
instrument whereby the volume 
of money available in business is 
expanded or contracted. The 
Macmillan report of “1931 points 
out that at the present day in- 
flation and deflation are marked 
not so much “by changes in the 
note circulation as by changes in 


the amount of the bank's de- 
posits.” That is by the issue and 
recall of loans. For “the amount 
of money in existence varies only 
with the action of the banks in 
increasing or diminishing depos- 
its. We know how this is affect- 
| ed. Every bank loan and every 
| bank purchase of _ securities 
creates a deposit, and every re- 
payment of a bank loan and 
| every bank sale destroys one.” 
| (Mr. McKenna, chairman of the 
Midland Bank). 

For example, prior to the war 
the amount of credit available in 
Canada was roughly one million 
dollars. During and immediately 
after the war, it was expanded 
about two and a half times, In 
1920 a policy of deflation was set 
in force, but it proved too ruinous 
and had to be reversed, and for 
eight years the country enjoyed 
considerable prosperity. Then in 
1929 the rigorous deflation now in 
progress was ordered by the 
banking authorities all over the 
world, from the results of which 
we are now suffering. As Mr, 
Cahan said in the address above 
referred to, during those four 
| years 932 millions of credit in 
Canada were recalled and can- 
celled, which meant that the vol- 
ume of money in circulation, 
available for business, was reduc- 
ed by nearly 40 per cent. 

Less money in circulation in- 
volves a drastic contraction of 
purchasing power, reductions in 
wages, bankruptcies and all the 
other evils the world is witness- 
ing today. This tremendous pow- 
er over the life of the nation is 
now exercised, silently, unobtrus- 
ively and remorselessly, not by 
responsible government, but by a 
small group of men, who never 
| Appear in public and are not 
| answerable to the people. That is 
| what the Monopoly of Credit 
means, and it has no place in our 
laws or constitution

HISTORY: The Iberian Peninsula 
of which Spain is a part, took its 
name from the Iberians, who in- 
habited the country before the dawn 
of history. The first known indica- 
tion of any race mixture came when 
the Celts started an influx into the 
peninsula before the birth of Christ, 
In the ensuing centuries, the terri- 
tory was conquered and overrun re- 
spectively by the Carthaginians, Ro- 
mans, Gauls, Visigoths and Moors, 
all of which had a marked effect in 
the progress of the country. Little 
kingdoms began to appear in the 
territory in the eighth century, and 
by 1512 they were united in one 
empire by King Ferdinand. The 
Hapsburg dynasty came to an end 
in 1700 and was succeeded by the 
House of Bourbon, which. ruled un- 
til Spain became a republic on | 
April 14 1931, 


SPAIN 
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INDUSTRY: Although 88 per cent 
of the soil is capable of production, 
only about 44 per cent is used for 
growing food, agriculture employing 
about one-fourth of the people.

Dr. Alfred Russell Wallace, the 
noted scientist, tells that pain is a 
necessity in the evolutionary pro- 
ces that Nature uses it in the 
working out of her purpose but 
never extends its use beyond her 
need, As soon as the next stage is 
reached, the pain ceases. If it is 
true that suffering is essential to 
the growth of the soul, then who 
will murmur or repine over its im- 
position? All history bears tesii- 
mony to the truth that the greatest 
souls have trodden the Way of the 
Cross. Pain hasa refining and edu- 
cating effect upon man. And this 
idea promises the extinction of pain. 
When the soul of man has climbed 
the final height and come to per- 
fection, pain will be cast aside. Thus 
the prophecy of St. John will be 


fulfilled; “And there was no more 
pain.” 
Pain has a protective character. 


Hunger and thirst are forms of pain 
and warn that the body needs care 
and nourishment, “The burned child 
dreads the fire.’

OTTAWA, March  31.— Public 
meetings in every centre in Canada } 
will be held Sunday, April 19, 
ushering in the nation-wide drive | 
to raise $200,000 for the purpose of | 
bringing the “homeless back to the 
homeland.” This is the objective set 
by. the United Palestine Appeal 
Campaign, whose aim is to secure 
funds for the re-establishing in Pal- 
estine of the Jewish victims of the 
German Nazis. 

Prime Minister R. B. Bennett will 
inaugurate the drive with an ad- 
dress and will be followed by A, J. 
Freiman, president of the Canadian 
Zionist organization. Simultaneously 
meetings in Canadian cities will be; 
addressed by speakers prominent in 
Zionist activities. 

The appeal is particularly direct- 
ed in aid of homeless children, The 
fund created therefrom will be di- 
vided into $80 units, this sum having | 
been established as necessary to 
bring a child from Europe to Pal- 
estine and start it on the road to a 
proper livelihood.

NEW BILL WOULD MAKE COURTS TRIBUNALS FOR” RELIEF

To Ease System 


Contentious Residence 
Clause Would Provide: 
For Supreme Benc h| 
Ruling — Many Other 
Statutes Await Action. 


Seeking to simplify the adminis- | 
tration of relief on the perplexing! 
borderline relief cases, a bill has! 
been introduced into the legislature, 
sponsored by Hon, O. L. McPher- 
son, minister of public works, to 
provide for the reference to a sup- 
reme court judge, the question of 
the residence of any recipient of re- 
lief when the liability to provide or | 
pay for the relief depends on the 
residence of the recipient. 

The bill also provides for the re- | 
covery by suit of the cost of relief | 
provided by the province or a mun- | 
icipality to a person for whom some 
other municipality is liable. 

The residence clause has been one | 
of the most contentious in the 
whole relief administration and has 
been the cause of much negotiation 
between Dominion, provincial and 
municipal administrations | 

The Act provides that a reference | 
ean be taken to the court for de- | 
termination “any question that may 
arise within six months next after 
the time at which any person first 
receives relief as to the residence | 
at any time or times during any 
period or periods of time of that | 
person, so far as the place of resi- | 
dence of that person at any time! 
or times or during any period or | 
periods of time is materiai to the | 
determination of the liability of the 
government and any municipality | 
either jointly or severally, for the 
payment of the costs of that relief.” | 


COURT ORDER BINDING’ 


Every order of a judge pursuart 
to the Act shall be binding and con- | 
clusive upon every party served | 
with notice of the hearing. | 

After making of an order by a 
judge as to any person entitled to 
or in receipt of relief, the munici- | 
pality which is by reason of the | 
residence of that person liable to | 
provide relief, may require the per- | 
son receiving relief to return and | 
take up abode and continue to reside 
in the municipality. If he does not 
comply with that requirement with- 
in 30 days after receiving notice, 
the right of that person to receive | 
relief shall be suspended until such 
time as he does comply with the re- | 
quirement. 

In a bill to amend the Fuel Oil} 
Tax act, provision is made for the 
refusal of new licenses to retail 
dealers of fuel oil in respect of | 
premises in a locality where the 
existing facilities are adequate. Ex- | 
tension is provided of the discre- 
tionary power to cancel a license

New Frent Spring 
Suspension Solves 
Many Problems 
By F. W. MILLS 
From all sides the public 


hears rumors of improvement 
in the front spring suspension 


of automobiles There’ has 
been considerable talk of an 
entire re-design of the front 


end, Some manufacturers are 
exhibiting models incorporat- 
ing independent front spring- 
ing, a system that has been 
utilized in Europe for a few 
years in several cars 

Hupmobile has solved the 
front end suspension problem 
in an entirely unique way and 
reports a surprisingly fine re- 
sult. Their engineers say that 
the improvements which have 
been made in the riding of the 
automobile have been centered 
very largely about additional 
flexibility of the springs. This 
flexibility has been sought par- 
ticularly in the front springs 
because, strange as it may seem, 
the front springs have been 
very often even more of an in- 
fluence on the rear seat ride 
than the rear springs. When the 
flexibility of the front springs 
has been materially increased 
many manufacturers have 
found that they were up against 
serious steering difficulty. The 
trouble is, of course, that the 
relative movement between the 
front axle and the frame is in- 
creased by this increased 
amount of flexibility. 

This extra ,up and down 
movement of the front axle in 
relation to the frame causes 
the car to try to steer itself 
here and there when a rough 
road is encountered, Some- 
times when the car leans to 
the left ii automatically steers 
to the right and vice versa. 
This is a form of what is 
known as “wander,” 

The Hupmobile engineering 
department has made a thor- 
ough study of this and as a 
result the layout on the steer- 
ing system for the 1934 cars has 
been changed considerably, The 
front springs are long and very 
flexible. In fact, about 50 per 
cent more flexible than those 
used on the 1933 cars. They 
have been able to do this and 
at the same time make an ac- 
tual improvement in the steer- 
ing stability of the car. How is 
this accomplished? That is too 
long a technical story to print 
here, but it will be gladly ex- 
plained to visitors to the Mills

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John W is Known As 
Mighty Man With Pen 


R. JOHN W. DAFOE of the Winnipeg 
Free Press is undoubtedly one of the 
outstanding editors of the continent. 

He comes of an age when personal journal- 
ism held mighty sway and he has been for- 
tunate enough to have been given a free 
hand in moulding the policy of his paper. 
He has kept it one of the dominant news- 
papers in the west by the virile force of his 
editorial columns and by the faith that he 
has inspired in the political and economic 
creeds he has espoused. 

John W. Dafoe first joined the staff of the 
Free Press in 1886, when he was only twenty 
years of age. Even at that early age he was a 
good enough newspaperman to have been 
editor of the Ottawa Journal, but he wanted 
{o see something of frontier life and Winni- 
peg was very much the frontier in those 
days. So he got a job as general reporter 
and for two years or so tramped through the 
glutinous mud or the drifting snows of Main 
St. in quest of news. Then he returned to 
Montreal, mixed strongly in politics for a 
while, became editor of the Montreal Herald 
and eventually returned to Manitoba at the 
invitation of Sir Clifford Sifton, who had 
acquired the Free Press. 

“lll run your paper if you let me do 
exactly as I like,” Dafoe told Sifton. 

“That suits me,” agreed Sifton, laconical- 
y. 

So thoroughly did Dafoe mean what he 
said that nine years later when Sifton broke 
with Laurier over Reciprocity the editor 
opposed his owner's policies tooth and nail 
in the columns of the Free Press. Sifton 
grinned and bore it. 

All the same, it was probably some satis- 
faction to Sir Clifford to see the Free Press 
policies defeated at the polls. He had never 
doubted that this would be the case. In the 
parlance of to-day, Sifton knew his west. 

The Manitoba Free Press was the first big 
newspaper in Canada to advocate a coalition 
government during the war and it was 
among the first to call for conscription. 
Dafoe had to break with Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
over this, to the infinite regret of both men. 

For his patriotic leadership during the 
war days Mr. Dafoe was offered a knight- 
hood. 

“A knighthood!” he exclaimed, all amazed 
and much amused. “Heavens, man, I'd never 
feel comfortable again if people called me 
Sir John. Don't you know that I shovel the 
snow off my own sidewalk for exercise and 
stoke my own furance regularly in winter? 
. . . I wouldn't give up the fun of those 
jobs for an earldom, let alone a mere knight- 
hood!” 


Former Commandant Was 
Good Blacker at That! 


AJOR-GENERAL SIR A, C. MACDON- 
nell, K.C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., chief of 
“The Old Red Patch,” is, as all who have 
served with him know full well, not a man 
to be checked when things go wrong. Many 
German divisions will vouch for the ver- 
acity of this statement. Consequently, when 
the general’s valet chose to oversleep on the 
very morning the advisory board met at the 
Royal Military college, of which he was 
head, Sir Archibald typically filled the 
breach in a commendable manner.

High- 
ly delighted at the success of his scheme, 
General Macdonell trotted happily down- 
stairs, cleaned General Currie’s boots, pol- 
ished the buttons of his tunic, and returned 
them to the corps commander’s suite while 
he was still in his tub. He could not, how- 
ever, resist the desire to further imitate the 
valet’s voice, so, knocking at the bathroom 
door, he said, “Boots and tunic are cleaned, 
sir.’ “All right, Anderson,” came the cheery 
reply, amid splashes from the bathroom,

For years he rode the coun- 
try north of the prairie provinces, bringing 
murderers out of arctic tundras, settling 
Doukhobor disputes, and running trap rob- 
bers to earth on the rooftop of our Do- 
minion. 

A big shot with small arms, Major Tur- 
ner was best revolver marksman on the 
force for a number of years.

With the battle lines in the Na- 
tional League tightly drawn again, 
the Cubs, Cardinals and Pirates 
strengthened, the Braves crammed 
with hope, the Reds reorganized, 
and only the Phillies and Dodgers 
counted out of the pennant picture, 
the eyes of the soothsayers are 
wandering again from the team that 
confounded them by winning the 
world championship from the Sen- 


ators last fall. 

Every angle of the 1934 race 
points to another of those mad 
scrambics, filled with knock-downs 
and knockouts. There is no ques- 
tioning the fact the Giants, with a 
grand pitching staff in Carl Hub- 
bell, Hal Schumacher, Freddy Fitz- 
simmons, Leroy Parmelee and Dol- 
fo Luque, inspired leadership from 
Terry, light but timely hitting and 
a tight defence, is the team to beat. 

The rub comes when the experts 
crawl out from under their charts, 
stained with carbon and the lead 
of their pencils, to prove that it 
can be done. 


PIRATES THREATEN 

The main opposition is expected 
from the Pirates, runners-up last 
year. This year, in addition to the 
Waner boys and Freddy Lindstrom 
in the outfield, infield belters such 
as Gus Suhr, Arky Vaughn and 
Pie Traynor, the pitching that con- 
sisted chiefly by Larry French in 
1933, has been bolstered by the ad- 
dition of Red Lucas, one of the 
wheel-horse right handers of the 
circuit, 

The Giants are reaching out to 
meet this danger, as proved by the 
fact that Terry traded his fleet 
centre fielder, George Davis, for 
George Watkins of the Cards, fast 
and a long distance hitter, but the 
champions’ chances have been dim- 
mé¢d by the typhoid germs that will 
keep Guy Mancuso, brilliant, plug- 
ging catcher, out of action at least 
a month. The healing of Travis 
Jackson's ailing knees is some 
recompenseé. 

The Cubs have strengthened 
their bid with the purchase of 
Chuck Klein, all-round hitting 
champion of the league, and the 
development of a fine rookie right- 
hander, Dick Ward, to team with 
Lon Warneke and the veterans Guy 
Bush, Pat Malone and Charley 
Root. 

In addition to Virgil Davis, slug- 
ging catcher obtained from Phila- 
delphia for Jimmy Wilson, the 
Cards have picked up another Dean 
among pitchers, this one silent 
Paul, brother of Dizzy. The Cards 
boast a pitching staff that rivals 
that of the Giants, more hitting 
power, scrappy leadership as long 
as Frankie Frisch and Pepper Mar- 
tion are around, and lots of defense. 

The bid of the Braves that loomed 
so dangerously last season has been 
seriously hurt by the crippling of 
Rabbit Maranville, aged second base
